WHEAT

Company,Ltd. 


Wheat prices have bounded up. 
Why? 

Simply because the excess, or 
burdens.me world’s surplus, has 


disappeared,—it has been eaten up! 

So a heavy burden that has been 
difficult and expensive to carry has 
at last been lifted from the backs of 
our Canadian farmers. 

Before 1928 thle world, with an 
average production and consumption 
of some 5,400 million bushels, usualiy 
carried over each year about 600 
million bushels, but in 1928 many 
countries experienced an extraord- 
inary yield tv the acre, and so the 
year-end surplus suddenly and great- 
ly increased. 

More than this, during the years of 
depression, people ate less bread, all 
of which resulted in the usual 600 
million bushels surplus growing by 
1934 to the vast amount of 1,158 mil- 
lion. 

Since 1984, however, several im- 
‘rtant wheat producing ‘countries 
have suffered from very poor crops 
and the world as actually produced 
less than it consumed, and so tar 
wvorld’s large ‘burdensome surplus 
2ach year has been drawn upon unt 
now it has cc'mpletely disappeared 
Not only is this the case, but as well 
there will be, I calculate, on Augusi 
Ist next, only 400 million bushels ii 
the world’s cupboard for a carry-over 
instead of the usual 600 million.

Speaking at a dinner tendered a 
group of business men, a representa- 
tive of an advertising agency, told his 
audience some simple but important 
truths regarding the building of 
business. In an informative address, 
he stated that the best way to sell a 
product was to tell the truth about 
it because the public read newspaper 
advertising as a guide to their pur- 
chasing. Then he went on to give 
some advice to these business men,

He said: “If you have a local 
newspaper, use it, even if you are lo- 
cated in one corner of the county and 
can only get value from a part of 
the circulation.

Selecting Municipal Representation 


With the near approach of the annual municipal elections in urban cen- 
tres and rural districts throughout the prairie provinces, the time has 
arrived when citizens might well devote some serious thought to the type 
of men (or women) who should represent them in the local councils during 
the coming year. 


While at all times the question of the quality of representation on 
municipal councils is one of considerable importance, this year it is one of 
much magnitude, partly on account of the difficulties of local government 
occasioned by problems arising out of the depression and partly because of 
the restlessness of the changing times and changing viewpoints, particularly 
on social and economic problems. 

From small but vociferous minorities one hears of suggestions and plans 
for changes which, if put into effect, might constitute a threat to the con- 
tinued existence of democratic government in this country and there is al- 
ways a danger, under a democratic form of government, of minority 
groups imposing their will on the majority, if the majority are apathetic 
about the conduct of their own affairs. 

For this reason, if for no other, it is highly important that the citizens 
of this country take an active and intelligent interest in their own business 
-—the business of government, whether it be in the local councils, the pro- 
vincial legislature or the wider Federal arena. 

It is unfortunately the case that sometimes municipal election issues | 
are decided, by a comparatively small percentage of the electorate because 
so many refrain from going to the polls to express their desires through 
the ballot. If this results in the election of representatives unacceptable 
to the majority and the imposition of policies inimmical to their interests 
those who refrain from casting their ballots on election day have no “come- 
back” and deserve none, 

To many it may seem that local affairs are of little importance. They 
appear trivial when matched with provincial issues or Federal policies and 
this misapprehension sometimes leads to an attitude of nonchalance on the 
part of a section of the electorate. 

On the contrary, however, it should be remembered that despite the 
fact that local municipal units are the creation and, therefore, the creatures 
of a superior government, nevertheless local self-government is the bulwark 
of the people and of all government, and with the extension of activities 
and authority imposed upon municipal councils in recent years is becom- 
ing increasingly so. : 

Not only that, but in many matters closely affecting the lives and wel- 
fare of the citizens of the country, the major governments have adopted 
the custom of seeking the advice and assistance of local municipal repre- 
sentatives in an increasingly large measure. They regard them, properly,

If the great majority of the electors take these duties seriously, less 
will be heard of trivial matters heing injected into municipal election cam- 
paigns and municipal council debates and there is less likelihood that 
elected representatives will listen to insistent demands of organized minor- 
ities or individuals who seek concessions or make proposals adverse to the 
interests of the great rank and file of the electorate. 

One sometimes hears it stated that it is difficult or impossible to induce 
the best-fitted to accept nomination for public office. If that is so, it must 
largely be the fault of the percentage of the electorate who decline to take 
an active interest in their own affairs, both in the matter of selecting 


candidates and in giving them hearty support in devising and carrying out | 


measures and policies for the benefit of the community as a whole. 

Such comments are not, of course, applicable to all municipalities, and 
perhaps not even to a majority of them. In many cities, towns, villages | 
and rural municipalities in the three prairie provinces, the electorate!

THE COMPOSITION AND 
USES OF SOY BEANS! 


The world production of this val; 
uable legume is probably in excess 
of seven millicn tons annually, Man- 
churia, the largest producer, is fol- 


lowed by Japan and the United States 
Statistics relative to the Russian ercy 


are not availgble. Canadian pro 
duction, is as yet, too small to ex 
ert much influence on the  worlc 


market, but there is an increasing 
interest in the soy bean crop. - Var- 
ieties suitable for demestic produc 
tion are gradualy replacing the im- 
ported beans, 

The uses of soy beans are many and 
varied, Considerable amounts of the 
oil is used in paint mixture in conjunc- 
tion with linseed and tung oils. A 


who maintains a staff of chemists 
how finishes his product by utilizing 
an enamel, the base of which is ; 
synthic resin produced from the so’ 
‘bean. The resin also finds applica 
tion in the manufacture of electrica 
equipment, Because of its drying pre 
perties, the linoleum and oil cloth in 
dustries use large quantities of so 
been oil, Much of the gil finds its way 
to the soap vats. Here it is especially 
suitable for automobile soaps. Gly- 
cerine is produced as a by-product. 

Some other uses for the oil are, as 
rubber substitutes, celluloid,  print- 
ers’ inks, explosives, salad oil, light- 
ing and ubricating oils, as core bind- 
ers for foundry work, The partly 
hydrogenated crude oil has been foun” 
useful as a stabilizer for shortenins; 

Soy bean oi] contains 
lecithin, a phosphorised fat, and is 
displacing egg yolk to some extent ac 
a source of this material used in medi 
cine, Of interest toc, along medieal 
lines, is the disappearance of food 
allergies, particularly thiose caused 
by protein, following the ingestion of 
specially refiined oil, 

The beans furnish a home-grown 
nitrogenous concentrate for animal 
feeding, being a source of protein 
for sheep, beef and dairy cattle and 
brood sows, It should, however, be
